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Company 
delivers 
a call for 
speed cut 

THE speed limit on a dual 
carriageway will be cut as 
part of plans by a major 
Smethwick parcel delivery 
firm. 

Bosses want to improve 
vehicle access to the site 
under £20 million upgrade 
that are creating 250 jobs. 

GeoPost UK, the parent 
company of DPD and Inter¬ 
link Express, wants to 
develop an old sorting hub at 
its Smethwick site so it can 
handle 150,000 extra pack¬ 
ages a night. 

The company, which is 
based on Roebuck Lane, 
wants to make use of an 
access point on the Kenrick 
Way dual carriageway, 
which leads to the M5 at 
junction one. 

The firm wants to modify 
access to its site, instal 
traffic signals and construct 
a new gatehouse under the 
improvement plans. It is 
also proposed to cut the 
speed limit on Kenrick Way 
from 40mph to 30mph. 

A planning application 
outlining the proposals has 
been submitted to Sandwell 
Council. 

The planning application 
relates to an existing emer¬ 
gency site access at the 
north end of the site where it 
is bounded by Kenrick Way. 

In 2002, permission was 
granted for the construction 
of an emergency access onto 
Kenrick Way which was 
required following a tempo¬ 
rary closure of the main and 
only other access from the 
site onto Roebuck Lane. 

Plea for aid 
from school 

THE principal at a special 
school in Oldbury is appeal¬ 
ing for help to buy a vital 
piece of equipment to help 
severely disabled youngsters 
learn. Gordon Phillips needs 
£12,000 for an electronic 
sensory mat with an eye 
pointer for The Meadow 
Sports College. 

He took part in the RAF 
Brize Norton 10km race in 
Carterton for the seventh 
time, raising £50 from spon¬ 
sorship. But a lot more 
money is still needed so he is 
asking other schools to help. 


SCHEMES BRING 
HOPE OF WORK 


HUNDREDS of jobs are in the pipeline 
in Sandwell as developers look to 
transform two sites in the borough. 

Up to 500 jobs could be created at a planned 
industrial site in Wednesbury, with a further 
100 as an automotive firm looks to build on 
former playing fields close to the M5 in West 


Bromwich. 

The boost comes as jobs 
were this week saved at 
manufacturing firm Metal- 
rax, which has a site in 
Oldbury. 

In Wednesbury, developer 
Opus Land has announced 
plans for a £20 million 
factory development at land 
off Axletree Way, close to the 
Ikea store. 

Managing director 

Richard Smith has now said 
the scheme had the potential 
to generate up to 500 jobs. 

“As a rule of thumb we 
estimate there will be one 
job for every 1,000 sq ft of 
space,” he said. 

“Here we’re looking at a 
500,000 sq ft project so we’re 
looking at 500 jobs. It’s obvi¬ 
ously good news for Wednes¬ 
bury.” 

Search 

Opus Land is working 
with property investor St 
Francis Group. 

A £4m project to clear the 
site has already begun and is 
expected to be completed by 
the end of this year. After 
this the search will begin for 
firms to occupy the site. 

Up to three units suitable 
for warehousing or indus¬ 
trial use could be created but 
building will not start until 
the firms have been con¬ 
firmed. 

In Oldbury council chiefs 
have agreed to enter into six 
months of talks with a devel¬ 
oper in a bid to secure a deal 
for land off Kelvin Way. 

Council asset manage¬ 
ment chief Councillor Mah- 
boob Hussain has given 
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approval for the firm, which 
has not yet been identified, 
to be given exclusivity for six 
months so they can work out 
further details. 

It is hoped this time would 
give the firm time to invest 
in the project, develop a 
design for the site and draw 
up a planning application. 

If an agreement has not 
been reached after six 
months the site will be 
reclaimed by the council, 
and be marketed and sold in 
the normal way. 

Councillor Hussain said: 
“We are always looking at 
bring more employment 
opportunities into the 
borough, and we are hopeful 
that when this developer 
comes back to us in six 
months time we will be able 
to move it forward and this 
company can establish itself 
in the borough, and create 
jobs for Sandwell.” 

Meanwhile, nearly 400 
jobs - including more than 
90 in Oldbury and Wolver¬ 
hampton - have been saved 
as buyers snapped up parts 
of Metalrax. 

Workers had feared for 
their jobs after the group 
called in administrators on 
Tuesday. But a series of 
deals secured 387 jobs. 

The housewares arm, 
including 37 people working 
at the Samuel Groves plant, 
Oldbury, was not included 
the administration but has 
been bought by a new 
company, Cable Capital 
Partners.

Karl and Donna Saunders put 
together a fun day at the Red Lion pub, 
Sedgley Road to raise money for eight- 
year-old Josh Jackson. 

He is hoping to improve the ward 
where he was treated for leukaemia at 
Birmingham Children’s Hospital by 
buying toys, and has already raised 
around £5,000 through his own efforts. 

Josh, who is battling the disease for 
the second time, has already inspired 
his community to rally round and 
revamp his home, and on Sunday he 
walked his favourite team Liverpool 
out onto the pitch at Villa Park as a 
mascot. 

And now his bravery is again inspir¬ 
ing people to help him achieve his goal. 

Karl, aged 39, of Sycamore Road, 
said: “This was a last-minute thing, we 
only started organising it about two- 
and-a-half weeks ago. We just want to 
help Josh to raise the money.” 

Pulled 

So Karl and Donna pulled the 
fundraiser together on Monday and 
put on a raffle, a DJ and disco, a cake 
sale, stalls, and an auction of willing 
men who made themselves available 
for an hour’s work to the highest 
bidders. 

Josh’s mum, Louise Smith, said: 
“Josh is just chuffed that people are 
helping him now, he just wants to help 
the other children who need to use the 
ward. He started off raising money for 
the ward by making keys rings and 
other things while he was being 
treated.” 

She said of Josh’s experience at Villa 
Park: “He really enjoyed himself, I was 
so proud of him.” 

Josh was first diagnosed with 
leukaemia aged two and underwent 
three years of treatment. He was in 
remission for two years but in October 
the cancer had returned. Now he is 
undergoing chemotherapy treatment. 


Dispersal 
ends but 
police are 
hopeful 

A SPECIAL order giving 
police the power to move on 
gangs of yobs in Tipton who 
were making residents’ lives 
a misery has ended. 

Since October, officers 
have been able to move on 
groups of two or more 
youths gathering on the Lost 
City estate, under a disper¬ 
sal order. 

It also allowed police to 
return those under the age 
of 16 without a parent or 
responsible adult to their 
homes, between the hours of 
9pm and 6am. 

But order, placed on roads 
such as Coronation Road, 
Hall Lane and part of St 
Marks Road, ran on Wednes¬ 
day, meaning the gangs will 
be able to congregate again. 

But police believe the 
order has had the desired 
effect by driving young 
people away from the street 
and toward constructive 
activities. 

Tipton neighbourhood 
Sergeant Steph Court said: 
“The kids have realised 
what they were doing was 
causing a lot of problems for 
residents. 

“They are now going to 
things like a football project 
at the sports academy, and 
youth clubs. 

“There were only around 
four people that were actu¬ 
ally dispersed from the area, 
after we spoke to them infor¬ 
mally and told them about 
the order. We hope they 
won’t come back.” 

Staff check 
into store 

THE first 100 people to work 
at the multimillion pound 
Tesco development in West 
Bromwich have been 
recruited, and are due to 
start training. 

The first phase of the 
recruitment process saw 654 
people attend open days, and 
491 people attend interviews 
for the first 100 positions. 

Tesco expects to employ 
750 people at their store 
which will open in June. The 
first phase of recruitment 
was open to those referred 
by Job Centre Plus and 
Think Local. 
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Problem families face being evicted 


SIX problem families believed to be 
responsible for crime and drug 
dealing on a Tipton estate are set to 
be thrown out of their homes. 

Fights in the street, noise and 
intimidation are among complaints 
dealt with by police and Sandwell 
Council officers. 

And now tenants at six properties 
in the Lost City area have been 
served with possession notices on 


their homes. The notices have been 
served on two properties in 
Hawthorn Road, two in Hall Lane 
and two in Coronation Road. 

The occupants will now have to go 
to court where a judge will have the 
power to serve them an eviction 
notice. The first hearing is due to at 
Dudley County Court on April 9. 

Complaints have been made about 
cars frequently turning up at the 


addresses, fights in the street and 
intimidation, police said. 

However, reports are not coming 
from neighbours as they are said to 
be terrified of repercussions. Much 
of the intelligence comes from 
anonymous sources. 

Tipton neighbourhood sergeant 
Steph Court said people with crimi¬ 
nal records were living at all of the 
properties, however, were not neces¬ 


sarily the people named on the 
tenancy agreements. 

“The people down there do not 
report anything, we get anonymous 
reports about the drug dealing, but 
it is the general behaviour.” 

Sandwell Inspector Akeel Najib 
said: “Police visited a number of 
homes in the Lost City area of 
Tipton in response to complaints 
about anti-social behaviour.” 


Roads will shut when 
20,000 attend festival 


A SERIES of roads will be closed for the 
region to welcome one of the country’s 
largest Vaisakhi celebrations. Around 20,000 
people are expected to arrive in Smethwick 
for the festival on April 28. 

The festivities will start at the Gurdwara Baba Sang in St 
Paul’s Road with people meeting at 10am before the proces¬ 
sion sets off at around 10.30am and makes its way through 


the town and across the 
border into Birmingham 
where a carnival-style event 
will take place in 
Handsworth Park. 

In Smethwick there will 
be rolling road closures in 
place between 6am and 
11am for all vehicles except 
for emergency service ones. 

The closures will be in 
place on the B4169 High 
Street from its junction with 
St Alban’s Road to its junc¬ 
tion with the A4030 High 
Street. 

Place 

Also shut will be the 
A4030 High Street from its 
junction with High Street 
B4169 to its junction with 
Tollhouse Way, that is the 
A457. 

Then, there will be a 
closure from the A457 Toll¬ 
house Way from its junction 
with Crocketts Lane to its 
junction with Fenton Street. 

The closures will then be 
in place at B4135 Rolfe 
Street from its junction with 
Tollhouse Way to its junc¬ 
tion with Rabone Lane. 

Closures will then be in 
place from Rabone Lane 
from its junction with Rolfe 
Street to its junction with 
Booth Street and from 
Booth Street from its junc¬ 
tion with Rabone Lane to 
the borough boundary. On 
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leaving the stretch of Booth 
Street in Sandwell, the pro¬ 
cession will continue across 
the borough boundary into 
Birmingham where it will 
proceed to Handsworth 
Park. 

Once at Handsworth Park 
there will be a huge carnival- 
style event with food stalls, 
entertainment and a chil¬ 
dren’s funfair. 

The road closures will be 
on a rolling basis with all 
roads not being closed at the 
same time however it is 
anticipated that High Street 
will be closed from 6am and 
that Tollhouse Way will be 
closed from 11am for around 
30 minutes. 

Spokesman Gurinder 
Singh Josan said: “We 
expect thousands of people 
to turn out and as usual it 
will be a colourful and 
popular event. 

“We usually get a good 
turnout, at the start it is the 
low thousands but by the 
time we finish it grows and it 
can be in excess if 20,000 if 
the weather is nice. 

“There is also a procession 
that starts in Birmingham. 

“It brings Sikhs together 
not just locally in Sandwell 
and Birmingham, but people 
visit from across the 
country.”

Off-road buggy to tackle riders nuisance

A SPECIAL off-road vehicle is to be used in 
Tipton to clamp down on yobs riding mini-motos 
and scrambler bikes anti-socially. 

West Midland Police’s six-wheel Polaris buggy, 
available to officers there for a few days in May 
and June, will let them travel on rough terrain 
at high speeds to catch offenders. Currently they 
struggle to detain people riding anti-socially 
because they are using cycles or are on foot. 

“This vehicle will be deployed in hotspots 
where we have problems, such as in Turton Road 
and on the Lost City estate,” said Sgt Steph 


Court. “We want people to see that we are tack¬ 
ling these problems. 

Tipton - particularly Princes End - has been 
a hotspot for the bikes, with 10 cases reported on 
average in the town weekly in summer 2011. 

Officers currently get about one call a week 
about bikes used anti-socially but Sgt Court said 
she expects a rise in reports in warmer weather. 

Last year, more than 60 letters were sent to 
residents in Richards Road and Turton Road, 
urging them to report offenders. “The letters 
were not that effective,’’said Sgt Court. “We got 


calls from people reporting incidents but what 
we were really hoping is that it would help us 
find out who the culprits are.” 

Tipton police have been inundated with com¬ 
plaints about noise, nuisance and dangers. More 
than 250 bikes were seized in 2011 and, 70 per 
cent were crushed. Officers seized mini-motos in 
Kingsbury Road, Churchfield Avenue and 
Manby Street. The bikes can only be legally used 
on private land with landowner permission.

Mike's double decade of 
adding sparkle to shows

AS a youngster Mike Capri knew 
his future lay in show business. 

He worked with big names such as 
Christopher Biggins, Roy Hudd and Bill 
Pertwee as a dancer. 

Now aged 59, Mike has left performing 
behind but has a costume business in 
demand with theatre companies nationally. 

His business in Kinver, near Stourbridge, 
has thousands of costumes ranging from 
glittering outfits for productions such as 
Showgirls and Copacabana to period-style 
for shows such as My Fair Lady and Oliver. 

“Being surrounded by costumes every day 
is great and my favourite items are the 
showgirl outfits,” he says. 

“We are one of the biggest companies in 
the country for showgirl costumes and 
dancewear and we send out hundreds of 
outfits across the country every week. 

“The fact that I used to be a dancer helps 
as I make sure the costumes allow the 
wearer to move easily, rather than them just 
being skimpy.” 

Mike, who grew up in Wombourne, says 
he started ballroom lessons when seven at 
the Lytton School of Dance, Penn. “I was a 
bit of a Billy Elliot because my father didn’t 
agree with it,” says Mike, a pupil at Blakeley 
Heath Primary and Ounsdale Schools. 

Professional 

“I did ballet and tap as well, and carried 
on with the school until I was 21 when I was 
lucky enough to get a place with Dougie 
Squires’ Second Generation dance group.” 

However, at 5ft 6in tall Mike knew he 
would have to work hard with the profes¬ 
sional company. “In those days the limit for 
a dancer was 5ft 9in and so I had to prove I 
was better than their best,” says Mike. 

“I had been doing choreography with 
West Bromwich Operatic Society since I was 
18 and that started to snowball with other 
companies. Working with Dougie Squires 
was fantastic and among the highlights was 
being in Worzel Gummidge at Wembley and 
doing the Danny Le Rue panto. 

“It was hard work and long hours, but we 
had some great times and I got to work with 
lots of stars on the Jimmy Tarbuck Show, 
The Krankies Show and the Les Dawson 
show where I was head boy.” 

He also worked with Christopher Biggins, 
Roy Hudd and Bill Pertwee. With Second 
Generation for almost 10 years, he then 
went to work at Butlins, Clacton-on-Sea, 
Essex. “I love Clacton and it became my 
home for 19 years while I was working at the 


Westcliffe Theatre,” says Mike, who lived in 
Hannover, Germany, until seven. 

“I used to do choreography for the 
summer shows with people like Don 
Maclean, The Bachelors, Rod Hull and Emu 
as well as Keith Harris and Orville. 

“However, I still used to come back to the 
West Midlands at the weekends to work 
with the amateur companies. I did my last 
dancing show when I was 40 and I said 
‘never again’ due to hip problems.” 

Twenty years ago Mike had a dance group 
at The Kingfisher, Kingswinford, called 
Kingfisher Dancers, where he used to do 
showgirl-style performances. Then he and 
two dancers decided to set up a costume 
company and Triple C’s Costumes has been 
based in Lye for 20 years. “We started out 
with 100 costumes that were used in the 


show Anything Goes and now we have thou¬ 
sands of them,” he says. 

“We provide costumes for around 20 
pantos every Christmas including those in 
Southport, Minehead, Torquay, and with 
the Stourbridge Pantomime Company. 

“Throughout the year we are supplying 
between 20 and 30 shows a month and each 
production can have up to 200 costumes - 
the panto ones can be outrageous and it is an 
expensive game.” 

Working 

Mike says costumes have to be altered for 
every show and when they come back to the 
Dudley Road store repairs are usually 
needed. “Our biggest show is Beauty and 
the Beast as the costumes for characters like 
the clock and the teapot have to be highly 
maintained. We start working on the panto 


costumes in June, but at the moment one of 
our main projects is Crazy for You for West 
Bromwich Operatic Society as I’ve been 
working with them for 16 years.” 

Costumes are made by Mike and expert 
seamstresses to a professional standard 
because even amateur shows now cost tens 
of thousands. “I know that Titanic cost over 
£100,000 for West Bromwich Operatic 
Society, even smaller companies have to find 
around £50,000. They always plough their 
money back into the show to make it work 
and that is why you have to pay professional 
ticket prices when you go to see a show. 

“It is a business, not just a hobby anymore 
and so it has to be good. I’m one of the lucky 
ones - I’ve been in showbusiness for 35 
years and have never been out of work, not 
many people can say that.”

Just one horse out of 
51 returned to owner 


JUST one horse seized in 
Sandwell in the past two years 
has been returned to its owner, 
an investigation has revealed. 


Butcher Dave’s continental farewell 


The problem of roaming horses is one of 
the biggest being dealt with in the region. 

But latest figures show that out of 51 
horses taken from land in Sandwell, only 
one was successfully returned to its owner. 

This compares with just one horse that 
was reunited with its owner out of 257 
that were seized in Dudley over the same 
period. 

Councillor Derek Rowley, who has been 
leading Sandwell’s drive to rid the 
borough of tethered and roaming horses, 
said owners were not prepared to pay the 
costs associated with recovering the 
animals. 

“In order to give the horses back, we ask 
people to pay us what it has cost the 
council to move them,” he said. 

Disposal 

“By the time you have added on vet’s 
costs, because often the horses are in a bad 
condition, and the fees to the bailiffs, they 
don’t want to know. 

“They can just go down the market and 
buy another one for £5 or £6. Most of them 
don’t even bother to ask for them back. 

“Of those 51 we have probably given out 
about three quotes.” 

Details showed Sandwell Council 
gained £945 for the disposal of the horses, 
although this was offset against the more 
significant fees to Rossendales, the Lan¬ 
cashire-based bailiffs seizing the animals 
on behalf of the authority. 

Earlier this month farming chiefs at an 
NFU conference in Birmingham called for 
stricter control on horse passport regula¬ 
tions after fears were raised stray horses 
from Tipton could be ending up on the 
dinner table. 

But assurances have been given that no 
horses impounded in Sandwell were 
processed for food protein. 


Suspect in escape case 

MURDER suspect John Anslow has had a 
case of conspiring to escape from custody, 
has adjourned until June 7. The 32-year- 
old, originally of Tipton, appeared via 
video link at Birmingham Crown Court 
accused of conspiring together with nine 
others to escape lawful custody in 
January 2012.

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Bedroom 
tax check 
warnings 
by council 

BENEFITS claimants 
affected by the controversial 
“bedroom” tax face investi¬ 
gation if they use excuses to 
get out of it, it has emerged. 

Councils will check to see 
if couples are living as man 
and wife if they claim to be 
living in separate rooms as a 
way of avoiding the charge. 

From this month those in 
council or housing associa¬ 
tion housing with spare bed¬ 
rooms face a cut of 14 or 25 
per cent in housing benefit. 

The policy will put extra 
pressure on councils with 
costs of any investigations. 

Couples may claim they 
are not living as man and 
wife but still live under the 
same roof, but in separate 
rooms. Sandwell Council 
finance boss Councillor 
Steve Eling said: “If cohabit¬ 
ing couples claim they are 
not fraudulently, that’s a 
criminal offence and will be 
dealt with in the normal 
manner, and we have got 
quite a good track record of 
tracking down fraudsters. 

“But it will be very diffi¬ 
cult for people to do that 
because most in that situa¬ 
tion have got children. 

“And those claiming 
benefit will already be listed 
as a cohabiting couple, so it 
will be difficult for them to 
decide suddenly that they 
aren’t cohabiting as that will 
ring alarm bells.” 

Vandal-hit 
toilets plan 
is scrapped 

PLANS to reopen vandal- 
plagued public toilets in the 
Black Country as a takeway 
have been scrapped after the 
business behind the scheme 
suddenly shut down. 

Bosses at Bearwood 
restaurant Azzari Too had 
hoped to take over responsi¬ 
bility of the Atkins Road 
building on a 15-year-lease 
from Sandwell Council. 

A planning application to 
keep part of the building as 
public toilets and convert 
the other half into a take¬ 
away had been submitted to 
the Council but now Azzari 
Too has ceased trading and 
owner Barry Hall has with¬ 
drawn the plans. 

“At this moment in time 
we are back to square one,” 
said Bearwood Traders 
Association spokesman 
Richard Marshall. 

Mr Hall said: “We could 
not carry on any more. We 
were throwing money at it.”

A WEST Bromwich glass 
firm has been made to pay 
£6,928 after a worker’s 
finger got crushed in 
machinery and had to be 
amputated. 

Asif Hussain was helping a colleague free 
a large piece of glass when the accident hap¬ 
pened at Bloomsbury Glass Ltd’s factory in 
Kelvin Way. 

The 32-year-old’s ring finger was so 
badly crushed it had to be amputated. 

He has been unable to return to work and 
still suffers pain and swelling in his right 
hand. 

Sandwell Magistrates Court heard that 
Mr Hussain, of Sparkbrook, Birmingham, 
was able to enter the confines of the 
machine through a gap in the perimeter 
fencing. 

Gap 

As he discussed how best to remove the 
glass with his colleague, his glove became 
entangled in the rotating drive shaft and his 
right hand was pulled in. 

A Health and Safety Executive investiga¬ 
tion found that the machine had not been 
properly guarded after Bloomsbury Glass 
relocated to the Kelvin Way site. 

One of the firm’s maintenance engineers 
modified and installed the guard panels but 
left a gap. 

Bloomsbury Glass Ltd, registered at 
Quadrant Court, Calthorpe Road, Edgbas- 
ton, Birmingham, pleaded guilty to breach¬ 
ing Regulation 11 of the Provision and Use 
of Work Equipment Regulations 1998 and 
was fined £2,000 and ordered to pay £4,928 
costs. 

Bloomsbury Glass Ltd manager Dave 
Rama said: “The worker should not have 
been there in the first place. 

“The machine is now guarded, and I am 
confident it will not happen again.”

Entertaining plan 
for old Town Hall 



West Bromwich High Street 
was nicknamed the Golden 
Mile, CATHY SPENCER 
looks at it past and future 


IT WASN’T that long ago when 
towns across Sandwell would 
be a hive of activity in the 
evening as people from across 
the Black Country visited their 
many cinemas and theatres. 

In the 50s and 60s social clubs would be 
packed to the rafters and even West 
Bromwich High Street, nicknamed the 
Golden Mile, would draw in couples who 
wanted an evening stroll with an ice¬ 
cream. 

However, over the years entertainment 
in Sandwell went into a decline as the 
dozens of cinemas and theatres closed - 
but all that could be about to change. 

Plans to turn West Bromwich Town 
Hall into an entertainment venue could 
help to make Sandwell a top night spot. 

Council chiefs are keen to turn the 
High Street building into a venue to rival 
Wolverhampton Civic Hall and millions 
of pounds would be spent on installing 
music and lighting systems. 

Boost 

It is hoped the revamp would encour¬ 
age more people into the town centre and 
Sandwell Council bosses are also looking 
at transforming Wednesbury Town Hall. 

Deputy council leader Councillor 
Mahboob Hussain says it was hoped that 
both venues would hold gigs and host 
comedians, helping to boost the economy 
of the town centres. 

However, there are already a few 
venues across Sandwell that hold events 
in the evening. In Oldbury there is the 
Barlow Theatre and West Bromwich 
already has The Public, which holds a 
number of comedy and music events. 

Recently Al Murray filled The Public’s 
theatre and in June writer and panto star 


Jenny Eclair is expected to draw in a big 
crowd. In May they have an indie-pop 
festival, called Now We Are 2013 and the 
following month they have an evening 
with Only Fools And Horses actor John 
Challis. 

Linda Saunders, managing director 
at The Public, says their main focus is 
on comedy and children’s theatre. 

“We have done music events in the 
past and have a festival coming up, but 
we feel there is a big gap in the area for 
good comedy shows, so that is where we 
are focussing our attention,” she says. 

“All our events are held in the theatre 
and we have a mixture of visual arts and 
community celebration events.” 

She adds: “Our comedy shows are 
among our most popular and we have 
sell-outs for big events like when Al 


Murray came to town.” Linda says she 
would welcome the move to turn West 
Bromwich Town Hall into a venue for 
entertainment. 

“We feel like we have been on our own 
in the town for offering entertainment 
and so we are looking forward to the 
cinema opening at the end of June,” she 
says. 

“We hope it will make more people 
think about having a night out in West 
Bromwich and we believe it will help 
create a different atmosphere in the 
town.” 

Another venue in Sandwell that 
draws in the crowds is Bearwood Corks 
Club, which holds Thursday night jazz 
evenings. More than 100 people are reg¬ 
ularly drawn to the Silvershine Jazz 
Club which is at the club on Bearwood 


Road. The weekly event was started by 
Andy Hamilton in the mid 1980s and 
even though it has changed venue a 
number of times it has continued to be as 
popular as ever. 

Martin Clump, club steward, says the 
event is held in the function room, which 
has good acoustics and a retro decor. 

“We are looking to put on the very best 
in jazz music from across the region and 
beyond,” he says. 

The Grade Il-listed West Bromwich 
Town Hall dates back to 1874 and 
Sandwell historian Terry Price says 
making it into an entertainment venue is 
like turning back the clock. 

“There used to be a lot of concerts and 
musical extravaganzas at the Town Hall 
so it is like taking things back full circle, ” 
he says.“Also, there used to be lots of 
cinemas and theatres in Sandwell - it 
may be hard to believe now but within 
the borders of West Bromwich there 
were 11 cinemas. 

Pride 

“There was also the famous Adelphi 
ballroom where dances would be held 
and they featured a lot of the big names 
from the rock era.” 

Mr Price says there are plans in place 
to turn West Bromwich High Street back 
to its former glory. 

“In the 50s and 60s shopkeepers used 
to take great pride in changing their 
window displays on a weekly basis and 
people would come from all around to 
walk down the High Street,” he says. 

“In the summer months they would 
also pick up an ice-cream from Trows in 
the evening and carry on their walk 
through Dartmouth Park.” 

He says the early signs of things going 
into decline in West Bromwich were in 
the early 1970s when they started to 
pedestrianise the High Street and built a 
ring road around the town centre. 

“Now the council are going back to 
how things were,” he says. 

“They are trying to restore some of the 
nostalgia and hopefully the next genera¬ 
tion will enjoy a golden era in Sandwell, 
just like past generations did.”

Historic pub given £70,000 revamp 


How the pub looked during the early 1900s

A MUCH-LOVED pub that has been at 
the heart of its community for more 
than 100 years has started a new 
chapter after a £70,000 refurbishment. 

The Crown and Cushion in West 
Bromwich has been a pub for more 
than a century, and the building itself 
dates back even further. 

It is believed it was built as a coach¬ 
ing house on Lloyd Street as part of the 
Earl of Dartmouth’s estate, as it sits at 
the edge of Dartmouth Park. 

Licensee Sue Niblett, 52, has been at 
the helm now for 11 years and runs it 
on behalf of Spirit Pub Company, and 
says it is still going against the odds. 

She said: “In the past it struggled 
along with all other pubs when they 


started to close in 2007, but this one 
has survived whereas a lot didn’t. 

“I think we’ve kept going because we 
have just got dedicated regulars, it’s a 
real community pub. 

“I’d like to thank them, because the 
fact they’ve supported it means the 
pub has been able to keep going. 

“I’m now hoping to attract a lot of 
new customers as well, and we get a 
fair amount of passing trade from the 
park.” 

Sue took over with her husband 
Donald in 2001, and ran it together for 
eight years. 

But three years ago Donald died of 
lung cancer, aged just 56, and Sue had 
to learn to run it on her own. She said: 


“It was hard because he did all the 
cellar work while I looked after the 
rotas and things, so I had to learn all 
the aspects of his job.” 

Now the pub is going strong and is 
enjoying a new lease of life. 

Loyal regulars and new customers 
can enjoy a drink in updated surround¬ 
ings after a big £70,000 investment by 
Spirit and Sue. 

“It’s a very traditional pub, and 
we’ve kept that feeling which is really 
nice,” Sue added. 

“We’ve had a complete redecoration, 
but we had to keep the character 
because it is such an old pub, and so 
they haven’t made it look too new.”

TWO SANDWELL shops have 
had licences suspended for 
one month by Sandwell 
Council Licensing panel. 

Sandwell Trading Standards 
requested a review of licences of Mr 
Convenience, St Marks Road, Smeth¬ 
wick and Ocker Hill Store, Ocker Hill 
Road, Tipton, after both failed a test 
purchase operation by trading stan¬ 
dards and West Midlands Police. 

Mr Convenience sold Kopparberg 
cider to a 15-year-old volunteer despite 
a ‘Challenge 21 policy’ as part of 
licence conditions. Ocker Hill Store 
sold Holsten Pils without checking. 

In addition to suspension, both 
shops will have to trade under strict 
new conditions imposed on them. 

Councillor Pete Allen, licensing 
committee chairman, said: “Selling 
alcohol to under-age children is some¬ 
thing we are determined to crack down 
on and will not be tolerated in 
Sandwell. I hope these two cases will 
send out a strong message to other 
licensed premises 

Disorder 

Bob Charnley, trading standards 
manager, said underage drinking can 
cause problems with crime and disor¬ 
der, including violent crime, public 
nuisance, vandalism as well as health. 

“We work hard with licensed retail¬ 
ers through advisory visits to make 
sure that they understand their 
responsibilities and are aware of the 
consequences if they do sell to minors,” 
he added. 

Neighbourhood services cabinet 
member, Councillor Ian Jones, said 
they had a duty to protect children and 
young people by ensuring they can’t 
buy alcohol easily. Work with police on 
test purchase operations was not 
about trying to catch out alcohol retail¬ 
ers. It was about protecting children 
and young people. 

Both shops have 21 days to appeal.

MORE than £300,000 was spent 
on interpreters by Sandwell 
Council in the past two years 
latest figures have revealed. 

The money has gone on the council’s own 
interpreters and those employed from 
outside agencies. 

Nearly £234,000 was spent on the 
council’s own interpreters between April 
2011 and December 2012 while £77,799 was 
spent on interpreters from agencies over 
that period. The interpreters work within 
the council to ensure that all their service 
are accessible to all. 

The translators work in face-to-face situ¬ 
ations, on the telephone, and on video, and 
they also offer written translation and tran¬ 
scription services. 

All the interpreters used by the council 
have to be fully qualified to recognised and 
appropriate levels and will need an 
enhanced criminal records bureau check. 

Councillor Mahboob Hussain said the 
council tried to use their own interpreters 
as much as possible. 

He said: “I know the sum of more than 
£70,000 seems a lot for outside agencies, but 
in general terms that is not much. 

“When people do access our service and 
need a translator we try to use our own as 
much as possible, but sometimes due to the 
language or other issues this is not always 
possible. We have got to make sure that 
people can fully access the services.” 

Police and hospital trusts in the Black 
Country are also spending hundreds of 
thousands of pounds on translators to cater 
for patients who do not speak English.

Eagle Lane Transfer Hub, Danks 
Way, Tipton, handles more than 
1,700 tonnes of waste and recycling 
from borough homes each week. 

It is a key part of Sandwell 
Council’s 25 year waste partnership 
with Serco, letting them speed up 
transfer times and give a more effi¬ 
cient collection service. 

Domestic, garden and food waste 
as well as recycling, is taken to the 
transfer station when collection 
vehicles are full. Materials are 
bulked up and sent to recycling 
centre processors or waste treat¬ 
ment. 

Councillor Ian Jones, council 
cabinet member for neighbourhood 
services, was joined at the official 
opening by Councillor Steve Eling, 
managing director of Serco’s Direct 
Services Mike Boult and Serco Part¬ 
nership Director Jason Holtom. 

Improved 

Councillor Jones said that since 
teaming up with Serco in 2010 they 
had dramatically improved waste 
and recycling services, with recy¬ 
cling rates rocketing and less sent to 
landfill, avoiding landfill taxes. 

“The opening of Eagle Lane 
Transfer Hub is another important 
milestone that underlines our dedi¬ 
cation to continuing to improve serv¬ 
ices in Sandwell,” he said. 

The site is more than 23,500 
square metres with a 4,460 square 
metres main building. A roundabout 
and road layout were introduced as 
part of construction of a station 
which has the capacity to take up to 
200,000 tonnes of waste a year. 

Features include three weigh¬ 
bridges and an odour control system.

A £20 MILLION factory development will be 
built on wasteland next to junction 9 of the M6 
at Wednesbury, under fresh plans. 

Up to three units suitable for warehousing or industrial 
use could be created on space off Axletree Way, close to the 
Ikea store. A £4m project to clear the site has begun and is 


expected to be completed by 
the end of this year. 

After this, development 
firm Opus Land, working 
with property investor St 
Francis Group on the 
scheme, will look for firms to 
move onto the site. 

“It’s a brilliant boost for 
Wednesbury,” said Opus 
Land managing director 
Richard Smith. 

Massive 

“It’s massive. It will be 
one of the most important 
sites in Wednesbury, if not 
the Black Country.” 

He said the number of fac¬ 
tories built at the site and 
the specifications of the 
buildings would be dictated 
by the occupiers’ needs. 

“We do the ground work, 
then try to attract occupiers, 
then we do the buildings,” 
he said. You used to build 
these sort of developments 
speculatively but, because of

the economic climate the 
way it is at the moment, we 
can’t do that any more. 

“You have to close-end the 
deal before you put in the 
investment.” 

The development will be 
near Storagebase’s self¬ 
storage facility, currently 
being built. 

Plans for the seven-storey 
red white and grey building 
on the Opus Blueprint site 
initially came under fire 
from residents, who likened 
it to a Rubik’s cube. 

Mr Smith said discontent 
had mellowed since plan¬ 
ning permission was 
obtained and that he 
expected building to be com¬ 
plete by the end of the year. 

Councillor Ian Jones, 
Sandwell’s neighbourhoods 
boss, said: “I welcome any 
development of this land in 
the current climate.”

Looking at century of 
changes to shopping 


AN exhibition at Wolver¬ 
hampton’s Bantock House 
Museum is taking a his¬ 
toric look at the shops and 
eating places of the city. 

Open All Hours opened on 
January 16 and runs until May 5. 

It will examine how the high 
street has changed throughout 
history. 

After the First World War, chain 
stores including Sainsbury’s, 
Maypole, Liptons and the Fifty 
Shilling Tailor began to appear in 
the town centre and shoppers were 
spoilt for choice with billboards 
advertising Bovril, Pearl Soap and 
Ovaltine. 

In the 1920s, James Beattie 
acquired premises in Darlington 
Street and after Victoria Street was 
widened, he began a major rebuild 
of the Beatties store. 

By 1936 unemployment was

down to two million, more people 
were earning money and factories 
were struggling to keep up with the 
demand for radios, cars and electri- 
cal goods including the first tclcvi - 

sion sets. 

But at the end of the Second 
World War shortages and rationing 
dominated post-war retailing and 
shops including Mr Preece’s 
Grocery Shop on Collingwood 
Road, Low Hill, had limited stock to 
create lavish window displays. 

The Queen’s Coronation in 1953 
marked the beginning of a new era 
and business began to pick up for 
shops in Lichfield Street, Broad 
Street and Stafford Road as they 
hung flags outside to enjoy the 
occasion. 

By 1959, the wholesale fruit and 
vegetable market was in full swing 
and the indoor Saturday market 


attracted wives and mothers who 
during the week were tied to the 
house and children. Both markets 
were often held responsible for 
causing congestion in Wulfruna 
Street so a new market was built in 
1968 in School Street but this has 
since moved to Salop Street. 

The Wulfrun Centre, off Dudley 
Street, was built in 1969 and 
increased the number of big-name 
chain stores in the town. 

For the first time, shoppers were 
able to buy the latest in 60s and 70s 
fashion, entertainment and novelty 
goods. 

In August 1998, work began on a 
13-month project to revitalise the 
centre. Ambitious plans for a £25 
million pound investment in the 
city centre were unveiled last June. 

It is hoped the new development 
will pave the way for more shops in 
the hope of attracting major retail¬ 
ers and even more shoppers.

£27k benefits cheat’s 
trial claim is dismissed

A WEST BROMWICH ben¬ 
efits cheat jailed for a 
“comprehensive and pro¬ 
fessional” campaign of 
bogus claims totalling 
more than £27,000 failed 
to convince judges she did 
not get a fair trial. 

Rashpal Kaur, aged 44, raked in 
excess housing and council tax 
benefit over five years after lying 
about her circumstances to 
Sandwell Council. 

The former benefits office 
worker, of Europa Avenue, was 
jailed for 32 months after being 
found guilty of 22 offences - 
including 12 of making false state¬ 
ments - at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court in October. 

The Court of Appeal dismissed 
arguments that the trial judge was 
wrong to continue her trial after 
she missed its final stages due to 
“anxiety and depression”. 

Lord Justice Treacy said she 
failed to declare she was no longer 
a single parent, and that she was 
related to her landlord, when 
claiming £27,281 in excess council 
tax and housing benefit payments 
between 2003 and 2007. 

More than £270,000 went 
through her bank account, giving 
rise to three convictions for con¬ 
verting criminal property. She was 
also convicted of four counts of 
failing to declare a change in cir¬ 
cumstances and two of producing 
false documents. 

Kaur was also found guilty of 
perverting the course of justice 
over phoney allegations against a 
witness. 

Judges said she suffered no prej¬ 
udice by the case proceeding in her 
absence and dismissed an appeal 
against Kaur’s sentence. 


FOOTBALLERS from a West Bromwich 
youth club picked up a football qualifica¬ 
tion - and won a tournament.

Boxing match sets 
the alarm bells ringing 


T here’s nothing like a good, old- 
fashioned reunion, is there? At 
first glance, The Security Men 
doesn’t seem to be contain one, but 
if you look a little deeper, there are a 
couple... 

Initially, you may think that the 
pairing of Caroline Aherne and 
Bobby Ball is a strange one. 

Okay, so they’re both well-known for 
their collaborations with others - 
Ball with his long-standing 
comedy partner Tommy Cannon 
and Aherne most notably with Craig 
Cash, with whom she created The 
Royle Family - but their comedy 
styles have little in common. 

But they’re together for this new 
offering, and not for the first time 
either - their first collaboration came 
with The Fattest Man in Britain, 
which aired in 2009. 

That one-off comedy drama also 
featured Brendan O’Carroll, who 
appears here too, and was 
co-written by Aherne and Joe Pope; 
they’ve created this series, for which 
ITV’s head honchos have very high 
hopes indeed. ITV’s director of 
entertainment and comedy Elaine 
Bedell says of it: “We’re absolutely 


delighted to be working with 
Caroline and Jeff, two writers at the 
top of their game. 

“I’m a huge fan of both and 
believe together they have created 
some of the best comedy scripts for 
television. 

“Combined with the talent and wit 
of our cast, The Security Men is a 
very fresh and exciting project for 
ITV.” 

Sadly Aherne won’t be acting in 
the series, but Ball and O’Carroll will 
be joined on screen by Paddy 
McGuinness, Peter Wight and Dean 
Andrews. 

The plot of each episode focuses 
on the working lives of security 
guards working the night shift at a 
fictional Manchester shopping 
centre called The Whittington. 

The guards are supposed to 
spend their time making sure the 
place is safe and burglar-free; in 
reality, they’re a bunch of work-shy 
individuals who would prefer to 
avoid working at all - in fact, they 
expend far more energy avoiding 
the watchful eye of their boss than 
they do carrying out their duties. 


The first episode sees them 
desperate to watch a televised 
boxing match, and think they’ve 
worked out a way to make it 
possible - if they switch off the 
alarms they can enter an electrical 
store and simply watch the bout on 
one of its big-screen, surround- 
sound, state-of-the-art TVs. 

What can possibly go wrong? 

Well, as you may have guessed, an 
awful lot in a very short space of 
time... 

If The Security Men takes off, will 
this mean the end of The Royle 
Family? Aherne hasn’t made a 
decision on that, but seeing as 
the last few Christmas specials 
featuring the layabout clan have 
been rather disappointing, few 
would be sad to say farewell to them 
- and perhaps the writer/director/ 
actress could use a fresh start with 
new characters 

This is her first new comedy 
series for more than a decade, 
since the short-lived Dossa and Joe 
in 2002, and she could probably use 
a hit. Let’s hope The Security 
Guards is it - and is worth waiting 
for. _

This new, three-part documentary series focuses 
on convicts stuck in a vicious circle - some of 
them, it seems, are no sooner let out onto the 
streets before reoffending and ending up back 
inside. The opening edition takes a look at the 
lives of inmates at Holloway Prison in London, 
which in the past has housed such infamous 
figures as Ruth Ellis, Myra Hindley, Diana 
Mosley and Maxine Carr. The women featured 
here aren’t as notorious, but their lives are 
extraordinary in a way. Jayde is only 18 but this 
is her sixth spell in jail, while 23-year-old Crystal 
claims she feels at home at Holloway, having 
been a regular there for the past six years. 


TUESDAY 

UEFA Champions League Live 
ITV, 7.30pm 

Galatasaray host European giants Real Madrid 
in this quarter-final second-leg clash at the Turk 
Telekom Arena in Istanbul. With last week’s 
reverse fixture at the Bernabeu fresh in their 
memories, both clubs will be looking to do 
enough here to book a place in the competition’s 
semi-finals, and take the next step toward its 
conclusion at Wembley Stadium next month.

In the 
past, tea has helped to trigger wars - and aided 
Britain in winning them. Victoria’s quest to find 
out how this small, exotic plant came to pay 
such a big part in British life takes her from the 
back streets of Kolkata to the mega city of 
Shanghai.

In Poole, 1973, James May Snr, lost his 
wedding ring on the beach at Sandbanks.

Last week we saw glamour model-turned- 
bodybuilder Jodie Marsh jet off to the USA on a 
fact-finding mission; she wanted to know how 
the American education system was dealing with 
bullying. What she discovered was rather 
enlightening, and now she wants to introduce 
some of its methods to the UK, where almost 
half of children claim they have suffered from 
some form of bullying. Jodie visits Carlton 
Community College in Barnsley, a school with a 
troubled past whose new headmaster, Neil 
Hutchinson, wants to turn its fortunes around - 
can Jodie and her anti-bullying campaigner 
friend Alex give him the help he needs?

Isaac Newton: The Last Magician

At first glance, the title of this one-off 
documentary may seem a bit unlikely. After all, 
Isaac Newton is considered to be a genius, a 
great rationalist who laid the foundation for many 
scientific and mathematical breakthroughs. So, 
surely he didn’t have a sideline in pulling rabbits 
out of hats? Well, no, but it turns out he did have 
an interest in the alchemy, heretical religion and 
the occult. His more controversial obsessions 
were glossed over in the wake of his death to 
protect his reputation, but when economist John 
Maynard Keynes bought Newton’s papers in 
1936, the truth began to emerge - and this 
documentary offers further insights into a 
complicated man.

Audi’s clever cylinder deactivation, now introduced to the A1 and A3, helps to cut fuel consumption 


Audi cylinder systems are 
designed to save on fuel 


Audi has revealed A1 and A3 
models featuring the same 
cylinder deactivation 

systems as its high-perfor¬ 
mance S and RS models. 

‘Cylinder-on-Demand’ (CoD) tech¬ 
nology, which will also be employed in 
Volkswagen’s Polo BlueGT, shuts down 
the fuel supply to half the engine’s 
cylinders under light throttle inputs 
and noticeably increases fuel economy. 

The two new Audi models will share 
a 138bhp turbocharged 1.4-litre petrol 
engine which with the help of the CoD 
system has averaged up to 60.1mpg 
under the current official tests. The 
figure applies to the Al, A1 Sportback 
and three-door A3, with the five-door 


A3 Sportback dipping slightly to 
58.9mpg. C02 emissions are just 
109g/km for the two Als and the 
lighter A3. The A3 Sportback is not far 
behind, on 112g/km, but does sit one 
road tax band higher and costs £30 for 
a year instead of £20. 

CoD technology, which when used 
with gentle throttle inputs is imper¬ 
ceptible in its operation, is the latest in 
the Volkswagen Group’s efforts to 
lower the environmental impact of its 
cars. 

Two of the 1.4-litre engine’s four 
cylinders can be shut off or restarted in 
just 13 milliseconds, making it 
supremely advanced among its small 
petrol engine rivals. As standard it is 
combined with stop-start technology 


for further increased efficiency. 

It is an ‘intelligent’ system that 
judges how the driver is driving and 
only deactivates cylinders if conditions 
are right. For example, if the sensors 
detect an irregular throttle usage 
pattern like on a twisting road or 
through a set of roundabouts, CoD will 
not activate. 

Nor will the system work under 
engine braking, allowing all four cylin¬ 
ders to support deceleration. 

With almost identical fuel consump¬ 
tion figures but no default emissions 
penalties, the CoD-equipped models 
represent a significant company car 
tax saving of around 40 per cent com¬ 
pared to the Al and A3 diesels, accord¬ 
ing to Audi.

FIRST, the good news. Within 
a year or two, you’ll be able to 
buy ordinary cars with all 
kinds of drivetrains designed 
to fit exact day-to-day needs 
and driving styles. 

The chief undercurrent at this 
year’s Geneva Motor Show was that of 
drivetrain expansion, where normal, 
everyday and production-ready cars 
are now powered not just by petrol, 
diesel and electricity but myriad com¬ 
binations of the three, plus natural gas, 
hydrogen and even human faeces. 

And herein lies the bad news. In the 
quest for every last mile per gallon, bil¬ 
lions of pounds are being spent, and 
because the drivetrain solutions are so 
varied and technical (just look at how 
complex even ordinary internal com¬ 
bustion engines have become), the 
likely production runs will have to be 
smaller to accommodate the variety. 

That means prices are going to 
rocket, again. 

Back in 2005, the Volkswagen Golf 
GTi, arguably the finest all-round car 


there was, went on sale for less than 
£20,000. Mien the 2013 model arrives 
it could cost almost £30,000 as a five- 
door, depending on how sterling does 
against the euro, and that near-50 per 
cent increase is for a normal car in just 
eight years. 

But Volkswagen has also developed 
petrol-electric hybrids, diesel-electric 
hybrids, plug-in hybrids, range-exten¬ 
der hybrids, electric-only drivetrains, 
natural gas-burning techniques and 
more besides. 

Each will suit a different kind of 
driving, and if people buy the right one 
for them it means that sales will be 
spread across many different and inde¬ 
pendently expensive propulsion 
systems. 

Production volumes will be compar¬ 
atively low for each, and prices there¬ 
fore have to be higher to recoup the 
development costs. 

What’s the point of saving £25 per 
thousand miles when your car is 
costing £100 more every month just to 
own? It’s complete nonsense and ulti¬ 
mately self-destructive for the indus¬ 


try. Recent surveys have shown that 
young Europeans, especially those in 
cities, are turning away from car own¬ 
ership altogether because it’s just too 
expensive. 

Neat, modern car rental systems like 
Zipcar give them the chance to forget 
car ownership but still drive if they 
need to, and if that trend keeps 
expanding then car manufacturers are 
going to fall victim to a colossal global 
crash that will see hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of jobs axed, national economies 
crippled and the only remaining car 
brand as Dacia. 

It’s simple economics and the Euro¬ 
pean Parliament is mostly to blame. By 
forcing manufacturers to reduce C02 
so quickly, they’re actually forcing 
prices skywards as the task gets harder 
and harder. And all the time fewer and 
fewer people will actually want, or be 
able, to pay for a car. 

The car industry is in danger of 
biting off more than it can chew. It’s 
time for Europe to recognise the need 
to keep car prices down for its own 
good.

Honda’s 
new bike 
is a winner 
all round

AT long last a motorcycle manufacturer has 
appreciated that there are an awful lot of 
riders who want to have fun and are not 
enamoured by the power surging, race 
replica motorcycles that seem to be the norm. 

Honda with the introduction of the CRF 250L have rein¬ 
troduced the fun aspect in to motor cycling with this new 
single cylinder 250cc motorcycle. 

Honda over the years have honed the off-road market¬ 
place and their racing pedigree goes before it, I remember 
many years ago the sheer enjoyment that light weight trail 
bikes, especially Yamaha with their 175cc, could give to the 
motorcyclist. They were brilliant for commuting but then if 
you had the opportunity to venture off-road and go down a 
few green lanes a whole new world was there to be exam¬ 
ined. 

Honda with the new CRF 250 have reintroduced this 
element, it is a brand new motorcycle that blends true off¬ 
road performance with style and the opportunity to have a 
street legal commuter machine as well, so you really can 
have your cake and eat. 

The new bike is powered by a free revving 249cc single 
cylinder DOHC 4-valve engine. This liquid cooled product 
produces a reasonable power output and has a torque factor 
that whilst not overly excitable enables the engine to rev 
and as most motorcyclists appreciate that is where perform¬ 
ance on a motorcycle comes from. 

It is fuel injected so this gives reasonably good fuel 
economy and certainly you should be looking for at least 60 
or 70 mpg from this machine if you are going to be using it 
for commuting purposes. One of the big features of fuel 
injection is the smooth power delivery, 

Countdown 

The quality of the 250L shines through and the steel oval 
section twin spar frame is a work of art. It has 43mm upside 
down Showa forks at the front and these are complemented 
at the back with a single Showa shock absorber and Honda’s 
proven pro-link suspension. This enables the machine to 
glide over ruts and bumps and certainly enables it to not be 
feared by potholes should you be using this bike for com¬ 
muting. What it does give is a rear end section that is 
capable of moving with the terrain and finding grip thanks 
to the pseudo off-road tyres that are fitted. 

To ensure that the performance can be adequately reined 
in when required Honda have equipped the bike with a 
single 256mm front disc and at the rear a smaller 220mm 
disc. The front one has the benefit of a twin piston operated 
system, whilst the rear one has a single piston option. The 
wheel rims are aluminium and have spokes for rigidity, and 
this also helps to reduce the unsprung weight. 

The seat height is extremely high and those vertically 
challenged or with short legs will find it to be a problem but 
once on the machine the long travel suspension just swal¬ 
lows out undulations, bumps and whatever you may 
encounter if you venture off-road. 

The engine was at all times extremely responsive, the 
gearbox is an absolute delight to operate and unlike most 
Honda gear boxes it didn’t clunk when you selected 1st gear. 

The instrumentation was clear and easy to understand 
and the digital dashboard really gave you what you needed 
to be fully aware of, including a countdown graphic for when 
the fuel level was getting low. 

The 7.7 litre fuel tank is not huge, but the economics of 
this particular machine are not one of a touring bike where 
you need a big capacity and it was more than sufficient for 
off-roading and riding to work situations. 

With a price of £3,950 I am reasonably confident that the 
CRF 250L will be yet another of the successes for the Honda 
stable and with their excellent warranty and after sales 
service, I can see nothing but success for this machine.

No time for a siesta in this Fiesta 


PICTURE the scene; ahead of you is 
a ribbon of road stretching to the far 
horizon with tempting corners and 
nobody else about. Do you take the 
‘dream’ Lamborghini or Ford’s new 
zesty Fiesta? 

The Lambo, of course. Or perhaps not. The 
road is rather narrow and there are enough 
nasty surfaces (the odd pothole too) to make the 
Italian rocket feel big and a bit fragile. 

So you don your sensible hat and jump into 
the Fiesta ST, latest in a line of entertaining 
small Fords that started with the XR2 in 1981 
and soon became the nation’s favourite hot 
hatch. 

Nothing much is likely to change 32 years 
later, with the UK set to take 5,000 ST Fiestas 
annually, around half of European sales 
overall. Yes, we still love a quick, affordable

Ford. 

And affordable the new baby with attitude 
really is. 

There are two versions, the plainly titled ST 
at £16,795 and the better equipped ST2 at 
£17,795, both of them clearly undercutting 
obvious rivals from the likes of Renault and ( 
soon) Peugeot. 

Powering the ST is a potent 182 horsepower, 
1.6 litre turbo petrol engine that promises 
decent economy when you’re not enjoying that 
sinuous snake of Tarmac mentioned above. 

But what marks the newcomer out isn’t its 
outright performance, but the compelling way

it refuses to turn into a springless skateboard 
when the road turns from billiard table smooth 
to B-road brittle. 

It’s a genuine engineering achievement to 
produce a car that’s so much fun, practically 
wherever you happen to be. 

The Lamborghini, on the other hand, will 
turn all pouty at the first sign of a speedbump, 
never mind a width restrictor or the crawl to 
work in the morning. 

On paper, there’s nothing magic about the 
ST. 

It could be one of many small hatches 
designed to add a dash of spice to everyday 
driving.What sets the car apart (and Ford has 
form in this department) is the obvious atten¬ 
tion to the smallest detail that other car makers 
give up on sooner. 

You can’t tell by looking, you have to take a 
Fiesta ST for a longish drive, where the supple 
but sporty suspension, perfectly weighted 
steering and brakes that practically start a 
conversation with your right foot will have you 
wanting more. 

Heated 

What you can tell by looking is that the ST 
stands out from its softer siblings, thanks to a 
bold honeycomb radiator grille, large rear 
spoiler and twin exhausts. 

There are big alloy wheels, tinted glass and a 
slightly lower stance too. Inside, you’ll find 
grippy front seats in cloth as the main marker 
that here is a car designed to corner quickly. 

A heated windscreen (which is just magic on 
those frosty mornings) and a DAB radio are 
standard too. 

Pay your extra £1,000 for an ST2 and you add 
heated and part leather seats, a better sound 
system, darkened glass for rear seat passengers 
and a button to start the engine, with the key 
left in your pocket. 

Both versions share a dashboard that was 
clearly inspired by mobile phones but looks a 
bit old hat and cluttered, but there’s no denying 
the quality of everything you can see and touch. 
And you certainly won’t be trying to tune the 
radio when you’re having so much fun produc¬ 
ing a different sort of music from beneath the 
bonnet.

East End nightmare 
reveals Albion flaws

THE post-match reaction to 
Albion’s East End nightmare was 
depressing yet revealing. 

Online loons were out in force to deliver 
their verdict on a heavy defeat at Upton Park, 
writes Steve Madeley. 

While their views were neither representa¬ 
tive of the whole Baggies fanbase nor consis¬ 
tent with the facts, the knee-jerk minority 
did shed a light on the soaring expectations 
around The Hawthorns. 

Jonas Olsson was a ‘liability’, claimed one 
keyboard crusader. Albion cannot succeed 
with a 4-4-2 system, screamed another. 

Most extraordinarily of all was the claim 
that Steve Clarke’s team - comfortably 
eighth with a handful of games remaining in 
world football’s most competitive league - 
‘had not played well all season’. There was 
much nonsense spilling from a fervent few on 
forums. 

Ambitions 

Yet the reactionary response of the most 
demanding Baggies fans showed the team 
that ambitions continue to rocket and targets 
become higher by the month. 

The stoppage-time brain-fade that saw 
Youssouf Mulumbu sent off in almost comic 
circumstances was a timely reminder of the 
potential effects of that added pressure. 
There were times not so long ago in Albion’s 
turbulent Premier League history that 
games like Saturday’s in East London were 
commonplace. The Baggies would turn up at 
one of the top flight’s established venues and 
find themselves out-played, out-fought and 
out-thought. They would simply not put up a 
fight. 

In the last three seasons, such occasions 
have become so rare that any relapse now 
prompts a serious inquest among supporters. 
Clarke, Roy Hodgson and their Baggies 
players have raised the bar of aspiration to a 
level not seen at The Hawthorns for a gener¬ 
ation. 


Now they have no choice but to embrace 
the extra pressure and accept that perform¬ 
ances such as Saturday’s will no longer be 
greeted with a collective shrug of resignation. 
The no-show at Upton Park was so shocking 
to travelling Albion supporters precisely 
because it was so unexpected. 

Clarke and Co have been so strong since 
shaking off their mid-winter blues with 
victory at Liverpool that every fan who made 
the trip to the capital fully expected to see 
their side at least push the inconsistent 
Hammers all the way. In the end, Sam 
Allardyce’s men won at a canter despite a 
bright Baggies start that was undermined 
crucially by defensive brittleness that 
handed Andy Carroll two goals of vastly dif¬ 
fering style either side of Gary O’Neil’s cul¬ 
tured strike. 

Graham Dorrans’ late penalty went some 
way towards softening the impact of Albion’s 


most abject defeat of 2013 so far but 
Mulumbu’s ridiculous late red card com¬ 
pleted the misery on a day when the crispness 
of Clarke’s side deserted them. 

Perhaps an early goal might have applied 
the jump leads to a stuttering Albion display 
and it almost arrived when a fierce Romelu 
Lukaku free-kick struck Shane Long and 
flew towards goal. But Jussi Jaaskelainen 
pulled off a fine save, diving to his right to 
claw the ball onto the woodwork, and those 
acrobatics set his team on course to run riot. 

The Baggies’ backline looked all at sea and 
it was breached just two minutes after 
Jaaskelainen’s save as the Hammers broke 
with pace to win a corner and O’Neil’s flag- 
kick was thundered home by the head of 
Carroll, who was allowed by Olsson to drift 
into a different postcode. Matt Jarvis missed 
a glorious chance to double the lead but that 
was just a temporary reprieve before a pacy 


West Ham break from a Baggies set-piece 
ended with Ricardo Vaz Te teeing up O’Neil 
to bend in a shot. 

A fractional improvement by Clarke’s men 
after the interval saw Lukaku blast just off 
target and Billy Jones draw a smart save 
from Jaaskelainen. But the game was up 
with 10 minutes to go when Olsson and 
Gareth McAuley left Carroll acres of turf in 
the box to collect James Collins’ free-kick and 
send a sublime volley low past Foster. 

When Lukaku was bundled down by Matt 
Taylor on 87 minutes, Dorrans rifled the 
resulting penalty into the net. 

But that goal did not ease Mulumbu’s frus¬ 
tration and, when he had his heels clipped by 
O’Neil deep into stoppage time, the Baggies 
man drop-volleyed the ball at his opponent in 
a moment of petulant, inexcusable slapstick 
that will rob Clarke of his services for three 
games.
